ARTICLE I. 

COMPOSITION, NAME AND POWERS. 

Section 1 . This lodge shall consist of not less

Sec. 2. It shall be clothed with those powers 
limited Subordinates from its Supreme Lodge, and 
jsts by virtue of the charter granted it ; and must 
hill times comply with the laws of the Supreme 
bilge or edicts of the Supreme Protector. 
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ARTICLE II. 

TIME AND PLACE OF MEETING. 

Section i. This lodge shall hold stated me 
ings at least twice a month, on the day and ho 
fixed by its by-laws which stated meetings shall 
closed on the same day. The day and hour of s 
stated meetings iii^y be changed ; provided, t 
secretary shall notify the grand secretary.

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Sec. 2. The officers are elected semi-annually, at 
the first meeting of the Order in January and July, 
except the Financial Secretary, Treasurer and Chap- 
lain, they shall be elected annually, The Finan- 
cial Secretary and Treasurer shall give bond in the 
sum of not less than fifty dollars, which amount 
may be increased from time to time by the order of 
the Lodge. 

ARTICLE IV 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS'

The duties of the Assistant Teacher 
to assist the Teacher and Vice Teacher in preser 
ing order in the Lodge room ; preside in their a 
sence, and deliver her charge to candidates at in 
tiation, and perform such other duties as may 1 
required of her by the Constitution and Laws. 

Sec. 5. The duty of the Chaplain is to coiidu 
devotional exercises and do such other duties 
may be directed by the Lodge. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Recordi 
Secretary to keep a true and impartial record of 
the proceedings of this Lodge, and transmit a co 
to the Secretary of the Supreme Lodge, if call 
upon to do so. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Fiuanci 
Secretary to keep a true and impartial account wit 
each member of this lodge, receive all moneys froj 
the members, pay the same over to the treasur 
taking a receipt therefor. 



Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
receive all moneys from the Financial Secretary, 
and disburse the same on orders properly attested. 

Sec. 9. It is the duty of the Escort to collect 
pass-word at opening of the meeting, to assist in 
conducting condidates, and perform any other duty 
laid down in the Ritual or by the lodge, Matron or 
■Teacher. 

Sec. 10. The duties of the other officers, such 
ks Gate Keeper, Sentry, Right and Left Supporters, 
Trustees, is to perform those duties fixed by the 
rituals or laws of the Order. 

Sec. 11. All officers shall be members in good 
standing. No member shall at the same time hold 
I wo offices ; provided, that a trustee may hold any 
Ither office than that of Exalted Ruler or Secretary 
IT Treasurer 

Sec. 12. Balloting for Officers— All officers of 
1 1 il lodge shall be chosen by ballot, by a majority 
l)f the valid votes cast, except in cases where there 
11* but one candidate for an office. The Matron 
■liall be appointed by the Supreme Protector or his 
■eputy or by request of the Lodge, the Grand Pro- 
wctor of a state may recommend such person as 
piny serve the lodge as Matron. 



Sec. 13. Installation of Officers — The officers o 
this lodge, legally elected (if qualified) shall be ii 
stalled on the first stated meeting after election. I 
a member who has been duly elected fails to prese 
himself for installation (unless prevented by sic 
ness or some unavoidable occurrence), the office 
which he or she was elected shall be declared vaca 
by the installing officer, and another election sha 
be ordered forthwith to fill the vacancy. No men 
her shall be installed in office who is indebted 
this lodge, and should an officer become in arrea 
to the amount of three months' dues, or in arrea 
to the Grand Lodge for taxes, etc. , his or her offi 
may be declared vacant, and thereupon the lod 
shall at once proceed to fill the vacancy as requir 
by law. 

Sec. 14. The Installation Ceremony shall 
performed by a Supreme Deputy or some pers 
designated by the Supreme Protector, or by t 
Matron when clothed with such power from S 
preme Protector. 

Sec. 15, The Matron shall be the representati 
of the Lodge to the Supreme Lodge, and shall 
entitled to all the rights and benefits of that bod 
when present at any of its Sessions. 
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ARTICLE V.

ARTICLE VI. 

DUES AND BENEFITS.

Lodges by majori 
vote may increase this amount to 85c a month b 
no more. 

Sec. 2. /;/ Arrears for 'Dues— Any member w 
may become in arrears for dues or fines to this lod 
for three months, shall not be entitled to vote, hoi 
office, nor shall be entitled to benefits ; and wh 
more than three months in arrears for dues or fin 
he or she shall stand suspended unless other w;'

Sec. 3. Reinstatement, How Procured — A me 
ber of this order, supended for the non-payment 
dues, fines or assessments, desiring to be reinstate 
must, within one year after his or her suspensi 
make application in writing, either by himgelf, h 
self or agent, to the lodge, at a stated meet 1 
thereof. 

Sec. 4. When such member applies for re' 

ment and pays three months dues, one Endowm 

Tax, ioc, and one Semi- Annual Tax, 5c, tit 

names shall be placed back on the roll and Supre 

Protector notified, and ioc. shall accompany or 

sent with the notice. 

Sec. 5. Sick Benefits — One who has beenj 
member for three months, in good standing, and 



hot in arrears for dues or fines, who may become 
disabled by sickness or other disability, may be en- 
titled to receive from the funds of this lodge not 
less than one dollar per week for the first four 
weeks, then fifty cents a week for the next four 
wteks, then 25 cents a week as long as said member 
keeps ill, but the Matron must withhold from the 
benefits allowed the necessary dues, assessments and 
luxes, and pay over to the secretary a sum sum- 

lent to pay his or her lodge dues, as they may be-

Protector not later tl 
the 10th day of each month mentioned abovej 
failure to do so suspends the lodge. 

Sec. 3. In order that there be no delay, eaell 
Lodge must forward to Supreme Office, Box 75,1, 
Cincinnati, 0., the names of all new member* 
with 25c. for each one on the roll of the Lod| 
This must be forwarded by the Teacher or Mali 
not later than 10 days after admitting the 
member. 

Sec. 4. For which a policy will be sent ^ 
will carry the member on the Endowment Roll 
fully paid up till new quarter. On the first Ai 
October, January, April and July thereafter, 
the sum of 10 cts. must be sent, to keep up tr 
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owmeut, and the sum of 25 cts. sent for each new 
nember, immediately after their names are on the 
oils as per section 3. 

Sec. 5. In case of the death of a member in 30 
lays after they have secured their policy, they will 
entitled to the endowment of fifty ($50.00) dol- 
us for their parents. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Matron and 
eacher, or Secretary, in case of death of a member 
\ file in Sup. Protector's office, 10 days after such 
ath, a certificate of the Doctor, Undertaker, sworn 
by the above named officers. Blanks for that 
mrpose will be furnished by our office.

All the form cards, books, regalia and 
general outfit shall come from the Grand Lodge on 
an order from the Sup. Protector, authorizing the 
lodge to procure elsewhere will be necessary and 
any lodge, officer or deputy violating Sections 1,1 
and 3 of this Article shall be subject to suspension 
and forfeiture of charter and authority.
